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SOME POTTERY IN SLIPWARE 


THE GARDNER COLLECTION. 


HE ancient art of decorating pottery 

in the style known as slipware became 

prominent in England in the seven- 

teenth century. Specimens of earlier 

work of a kindred nature and of great 

beauty in design and execution have 
been found at Chertsey Abbey and other 
monastic institutions, which had been made 
as early as the thirteenth century. Slipware 
in the seventeenth century had lost its ecclesi- 
astical character. It was made for the use 
of the common people; it was sold at the 
fairs and markets, and in some localities it 
may still be sold. 

We reproduce a most remarkable and very 
early specimen in Astbury slipware. What is 
known as Astbury ware is a fine earthenware 
of various shades of yeliow and warmer tints, 
and sometimes brown, with stamped ornaments 
on it, under a lead glaze. When the Elers 
brothers, who are said to have come over with 
William of Orange, set up their pottery at 
Bradwell Wood, near Burslem, their processes 
were a matter of deep concern to the local 


potters. Two of these, John Astbury and 
another by the name _ of 
Twyford, were admitted to 


the works, where it is said 
Astbury feigned to bean idiot 
in order to acquire secret 
— in the manufacture. 

e jug is of beautiful 
shape, the top being cylindri- 
cal, the upper part of it in 
deep brown, upon which is the 
inscription IOHN. SONFORT”’ 
in vellow slip. The lower 
part is in buff with a band of 
slip ornament of rings and 
dots. Under the top it swells 
out in a torus band of masks 
alternating with deep brown 
squares, ornamented with 
herringbone and _ stamped 
with square pattern in the 
masks. Below this the profile 
sweeps out in a_ brown 
surface, alternated with masks 
in yellow, to meet the swell 
of the body, which has some- 
what similar masks and a 
simple base. The handle, 
of exceedingly graceful curve, 
is of flat shape with a line 
of dark brown at the edge. 
The jug as a whole has an 
English appearance, especi- 
ally the top with its inscrip- 
tion ; but the masks in their 
expression bear a slight trace 
of foreign influence. They 
may be due to the works 
of Elers, even if the old 
story of Astbury’s visits to 
the is untrue. 
Nevertheless, they give the 
jug an interest which adds ee 
greatly to its charm. It measures 7}ins. in 
height. 

Plates in slipware are generally of round 
form, sometimes with scalloped edges; but 
octagonal plates areextremely rare. Inthe same 
collection is one which has been made in a mould 
and may be unique. The design is very bold 
and effective, being carried out in brown and 
almost black manganese with the yellow glaze. 
The main parts of the pattern have been out- 
lined by ridges, and coloured slip has been 
put into the hollows—the method of cloisonné 
enamel. The centre, which is raised, contains 
a carnation with brown and _ yellow petals 
alternately and an almost black calyx. This is 
surrounded by a band containing four fleurs- 
de-lis, two proceeding from curious cups and 
having trefoil twigs between the petals ; while 
another has a floral stem, and the fourth is 
interrupted by a panel bearing the initials 
“1S.” Between the fleurs-de-lis are raised 
pomegranates. Inthe octagonal angles are rings 
in brown with two lines in brown between. 

This curious type of fleur-de-lis is exactly 
repeated in a moulded plate in the British 
Museum, which bears the letters “R. S.,” 
which are thought to be those of Ralph Shaw 
or of Richard Simpson of Burslem. The 
initials on the plate described above are doubt- 
less related to one of these families. In the 
hollows on the back of the plate are a number 
of small depressions, suggesting their having 
been caused by finger-tips, but more probably 
by the tripod on which the plate rested. Our 
illustration is from the collection of Messrs. 
Stoner and Evans. 


The second portion of the famous Gardner 
collection, the forming of which occupied about 
fifty years, is to be disposed of by Messrs. 
Sotheby on November 12th and the ensuing 
four days. The entire collection, consisting 
of about 50,000 details, was purchased by the 
late Major Sir Edward Coates, Bt., whose 
executors are now selling it. It is made up 
of water-colours, drawings, engravings, broad- 
sides, manuscripts and other matter illustrative 
of historical events, manners and customs of 
the people, public and private buildings, streets, 
and squares, parks, gardens, theatres and other 


places of amusement in London and _ its 
environs. 
The huge collection is classified in 


geographical divisions. The first portion, 
which was dispersed by Messrs. Sotheby on 
February 28th and four following days this 
year, dealt with the North-West districts, 
stretching as far south as Bayswater Road, 
Oxford Street, Holborn, Newgate Street and 
portions of the East End, following the plan 
of a supposed walk from east to west of 
the area.

The second portion is on the same plan, 
the starting point being Uxbridge, the road 
passing through Ealing and Acton to Hammer- 
smith and thence to Chelsea, one of the illus- 
trations being ‘“‘ A Perspective View of Richard 
Hand’s Bunn House at Chelsey,” a print in 
its very rare first state. Next, by Ranelagh 
Gardens we pass to Kensington, with Holland 
House, the Palace and Gardens, and by Bromp- 
ton to Hyde Park, or ‘“‘ Hey Perck " as it is 
spelt in an inscription on two views of i! 
attributed to Everdingen, circa 1680. From 
thence by engravings and water colours wi 
arrive at Hyde Park Corner, Piccadilly, the 
Haymarket, Soho, St. Giles and neighbour- 
hood, Leicester Square, St. Martin’s Church 
and Lane, and Covent Garden, in connectior 
with which there are many items, some bein; 
very rare. Some of those relative to Drury 
Lane Theatre are equally interesting. Th: 
illustrated path leads to Long Acre and Drury 
Lane, Kneller’s House in Great Queen Street 
Lincoln’s Inn, St. James’s Park, Palace anc

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SHOOTING NOTES

RAW MATERIAL IS 


HIM UNDER.” 
CORRESPONDENT has written to Mr. Sharpe asking 
him to include in his articles on training one that gives 
advice as to the best method of eradicating faults of 
the kind which his entire system is directed towards 
preventing from ever getting hold. As I happened 
to be at his kennels when the letter arrived, his comments upon 
it have impressed clearly in my mind the drastic view he takes. 
His pronouncement was, in fact, akin to that of a doctor who, 
in private life, was asked to specify the most certain cure for 
headache, his answer having been delivered in the one word 
‘‘amputation.”’ Where dogs are concerned, the logical position 
is best defined from the crudely commercial standpoint. We 
all know the ingratiating way in which our canine intimate 
for the time being establishes himself in our affection; but 
if he or she is a utility dog we must remember that the human 
span of life must of necessity include a series of such friendships ; 
moreover, that no sooner are we off with the old love than the 
charms of a successor take possession of our being. When the 
change comes there may be a snatch of the heartstrings, but the 
damage is quickly repaired. Hence, if a dog has bad faults let 
his successor be appointed, and, after due proof, fill the vacancy 
that may then be made. Commercially speaking, a raw puppy 
costs a few guineas, his training runs into another ten, and if 
all goes well he is worth thirty to fifty but would not be sold 
for a hundred, the reason being that he raises the standard of 
his master’s sport by that value in a single season. So perfect 
an article as is required can result only from a system of training 
which excludes the possibility of evil influences intruding their 
presence. A puppy so guarded from wrongdoing does good work 
because his highest pleasure is to give satisfaction. Thus is 
the ground prepared for that confidence between man and 
beast which reproduces the essentials of an equal human friend- 
ship. But, if bad habits arise, the whip must be in constant 
use, and, although a dog takes wonderfully kindly to correction, its 
results are not satisfactory. I remember, last year, being present 
when a party of professional dog trainers were talking “ shop ” 
of the most intimate description. One said, ‘‘ What do you do 
with a dog that develops a fault, but is in all other ways satis- 
factory ?”’ During the talk that followed the policy of selling 
such an animal at a reduced price, with full warning as to the 
reason, was debated at length, the conclusion being that it paid 
better in the long run to “ put him under.” Apparently, his 
misdemeanours cast a slur on the kennel from which he came, 
for the man who had bought him at a bargain price would not 
always be free in admitting the fact but might excuse the nuisance 
caused by stating whence the dog had come and how badly the 
purchase had resulted. The easy {20 was thus unanimously 
voted a dividend best done without. 
SOME FURTHER CARTRIDGE TESTS. 

On a very damp and muggy day I obtained the following 
results from a couple of cartridges which had been standing on 
the table of a pavilion, unwarmed and not particularly draught- 
proof, during the previous fortnight :

The charge was ordinary 33 grains and 1 1-16 oz., and the batch 
to which they belonged of peculiar interest inasmuch as a hundred 
were loaded back in the spring with weighed charges and all 
other precautions to ensure uniformity. In May the pressure 
was 2.82 tons and the velocity 1,086 f.s. In the interval they 
have been stored in a living-room ; therefore, there is interest 
in noting that when the test was repeated at the end of Septem- 
ber, pressure was 2.94 tons and velocity 1,086. Thus, they had 
increased rather than diminished in activity, and my latest 
test after a spell of bad storage shows that their margin was 
sufficient to safeguard behaviour under the wettest of conditions.

PLENTIFUL ENOUGH. 


The true interest of the event lies in the fact that the contained 
powder was specially chosen on the strength of the May results 
for a certain gunmaker’s entire season’s programme of loading, 
and he reports that very high satisfaction has been given. The 
other day I noticed in a review of a book, recording a manservant’s 
career, that a certain master had asked him where the cartridges 
were kept, the reply being that they were in the man’s bedroom. 
The master condemned such a place as being far too damp for 
cartridges and ordered their removal to a warmer apartment, 
the inference being that more regard was paid to the well-being 
of cartridges than of a human attendant. The slur was certainly 
not justified, since every well ventilated bedroom receives, 
during the whole twenty-four hours, currents of damp-laden air 
which would certainly be undesirable for cartridges, whereas a 
bed in continuous use is perfectly resistant to the conditions 
assumed. Many years ago I laid down that cartridges demanded, 
as nearly as possible, the same treatment as books, and this 
dictum was eagerly seized by the late Mr. Griffith, the pioneer 
of smokeless powders, as exactly hitting off the position. A 
room, an outhouse or any other place where paper loses its 
crisp crackle is not the best for cartridges any more than it is 
good for books. A living-room is, perhaps, most suitable for 
one’s ammunition, because its atmosphere never stagnates for 
long, it seldom becomes excessively dry because human breath 
continually unloads moisture, nor can it attain the bone dryness 
of an apartment where heat of the radiator type has a constant 
drying effect unbalanced by incoming currents of normal atmo- 
sphere. The ideal powder is the one which displays least 
sensitiveness to the two extremes, that contained in the cartridges 
above referred to possessing a valuable immunity from damp. 
Some very carefully loaded cartridges by another maker which 
I tested exactly as received gave: : 


1. Pressure, 2.23 tons. Recoil, 8.86in. Velocity, 1,002 f.s. 
2. 3.84 ,, »  1,058,, 


These results are of the kind with which no definite fault could 
be found, and yet, at the same time there is that suggestion 0° 
drooping which is often associated with a lack of crispness ii 
working. One, out of a hundred which I loaded for my own 
shooting, behaved as follows : 


Pressure, 2.05 tons. Recoil, 9.72in. Velocity, 1,008 f.s. 


If any poor results are obtained in practice I am sure to regret 
having failed to hit off the 1,180 f.s. velocity which I endeavourec 
to secure and actually experienced in certain trade-loadec 
cartridges recently mentioned in these notes.

HEN acar like the 40-50 h.p. 

Napier has, in its four or five 

years of life, achieved such a 

record as has this one, how 

can it be tested adequately 
and usefully in the course ol a single test 
run in England ? It will be remembered 
that in 1921 one of these cars covered 2,000 
miles of Alpine roads under official R.A.C. 
observation, and crowned the remarkable 
achievement there accomplished by a speed 
effort of some 72} m.p.h. on Brooklands 
track. It has proved itself ‘‘ hands down” 
in private use, and it has been accepted 
from the very first by the keenest of 
critics as one of the best existing examples 
of modern automobile design and practice. 
What then can be done with such a car in 
the course of a test run to detect a failing 
which it almost certainly has proved itself 
to lack, and to reveal even a few of its 
primary assets ? 

On previous occasions I have tried to 
do this impossible with the Napier. I have 
taken it over the roughest roads that can 
be found within reasonable distance of 
London; I have put it up against gradients 
varying from the certified one in four of the 
Brooklands test hill to the mythical one in 
two hairpin corners of some of the by- 
lanes of the North Downs. After doing a 
tour round the track I have taken it over 
a long cross-country trip in the hope of 
finding details to criticise that Brooklands 
failed to reveal, but always, and in however 
critical a spirit I have started out, I have 
returned to write a very commonplace and 
flattering record, commonplace, that is, 
only as applied to a car of this class. And 
so, when recently it fell to my lot again to 
take out a Napier, improved in detail over 
the models on which previous experience 
was based, I realised from the first that to 
find roads or conditions that would really 
put the car “ up against it ’’ was a hopeless 
task; and so it came about that, by virtue 
of mere necessity, we waived all idea of a 
severe test run and, realising that it was 


likely to be just as useful and none the less 
beneficial, we took the Napier for a genuine 
day’s joy ride. We chose the most perfect 
roads of which we could think ; we chose 
country that we hoped would be interest- 
ing; and, has fortune would have it, we 
lit upon a perfect October day. 


THE CHASSIS SPECIFICATION. 


First of all, something about this well 
known car. Its specification surely calls 
for little space and comment, for it is 
known by now the world over. Merely 
for the sake of completeness therefore, let 
us summarise it as follows : 

The six-cylinder engine has a bore and 
stroke of gins. by 5ins., which, being inter- 
preted into measurements more easily 
understood by the average motorist, are 
102mm. by 127mm. approximately and give 
an R.A.C. rating of 38.4 h.p. The actual 
brake-horse-power of the engine must be 
wellabove 80h.p. As may be anticipated, 
all modern ideals are excellently embodied 
in the design of this power unit. The over- 
head valves carried in a detachable cylinder 
head are operated by an overhead cam- 
shaft which is gear driven; ignition is by 
magneto in addition to distributor and coil ; 
and the carburettor is double, embodying 
in effect two instruments, one of which 
operates at low speeds, the other whenever 
the engine speed gets beyond a certain 
point. A single plate clutch transmits the 
power to a four-speed gear-box which is 
centrally controlled, the hand brake lever 
being situated by the side of the gear lever, 
and thence final transmission is through a 
propeller shaft enclosed in a torque tube to 
a spiral bevel-driven back axle. Suspen- 
sion is by semi-elliptic springs in the front 
and cantilevers in the rear, and coupled 
with the latter is a patented anti-rolling 
device, which certainly justifies its design 
and existence in very much checking the 
roll which one would expect at corners 
taken at speed with a totally enclosed car 
having cantilever rear springs. 


IN THE VILLAGE OF BURFORD. 


is different for the two types. On ithe 
short wheel-base model the hand brakes are 
situated on the rear wheels, with a foot 
brake placed on the transmission just 
behind the gear-box : on the long wheel- 
base model both brakes operate on the rear 
wheels. And it may be said at once that, 
in spite of the arguments one sometimes 
hears against brakes placed wholly on the 
rear wheels for big cars as lacking adequate 
power for the work they are called upon to 
do, those of this new Napier are in every 
way satisfactory. They are smooth, silent 
and quite powerful in action. 

That finishes as much as need be said 
about the Napier chassis, unless it be that 
the wire wheels are for 880mm. by 135mm. 
tyres, which frequently achieve a life of over 
10,000 miles even when the body of the car 
to which they are fitted is of a heavy saloon 
type. Without wishing in any way to 
detract from the credit due to the tyre 
manufacturer for this remarkable tyre life, 
one must say that not a little of it belongs 
to the designer and maker of the car, and 
of course a certain share belongs to the 
driver. Tyre life depends on three things : 
the quality of the tyre in the first instance, 
the character of the driver in the second, 
and the design of the chassis in the third. 
Which of these three is the most important 
it is difficult to say, and it would be a 
serious omission to neglect this opportu- 
nity of conveying our congratulations to the 
Napier Company and to the Rapson Tyre 
Company for their recent magnificent joint 
achievement. It was a Napier saloon car 
that was used for the recent R.A.C. ob- 
served trial of Rapson tyres, when at least 
one of them achieved a mileage of 40,000, 
and the others went for over 30,000. 
They must have been wonderful tyres, and 
it was certainly a scientifically designed

car that they shod. In the whole of the 
distance for this tyre trial the car ran 
without any mechanical trouble whatever. 


NAPIER BODYWORK. 


A very special claim is put forward on 
behalf of this 12ft. wheel-base Napier model 
on the score of the body accommodation 
that it makes possible. It is claimed, and 
I think with absolute soundness, that this 
chassis enables the provision of a bigger 
body than any other standard private car 
chassis on the market. The radiator is set 
rather forward over the front axle and the 
engine and bonnet space is only one foot 
seven inches. The result is that, with the 
compact driving compartment usually 
provided for enclosed vehicles that are to 
be chauffeur driven, the rear compartment 
of the Napier limousine and saloon cars 
is quite exceptional. One imagines that, 
should a passenger become tired of the 
luxurious and supremely comfortable up- 
holstery in which he reclines, he could, on 
a long run, get up and walk round the car 
to stretch his legs. The rear seat will 
accommodate three persons comfortably, 
and there are two very excellent folding 
additional seats, while a capable body 
builder such as the Cunard people, who do 
Napier’s bodywork, could doubtless pro- 
vide three occasional seats, each thoroughly 
comfortable, if called upon so todo. Of 
the finish of the bodywork it is unnecessary 
to speak. These makers of high class cars 
have long ago realised that the supreme 
quality that they claim must extend 
throughout the whole vehicle and must not 
be limited to either bodywork or chassis. 
At various times in the past high quality 
detail finish has been quite wrongly con- 
centrated in chassis or bodywork. The 
genuine de luxe motor car of to-day must 
embody it in both, and the Napier is a 
genuine thoroughbred in every sense of the 
term. 


THE OXFORD AND GLOUCESTER 
BORDERLAND. 


As I have indicated, this, my latest run 
on the Napier, was not designed to give 
to the car any special opportunity of dis- 
playing any of its particular or unique 
assets. We picked out a route that might 
accurately and genuinely be described as 
a pleasure route such as any motorist 
might chose for a good day’s jaunt, where 
he would not be unduly worried by excess 
of traffic, and where his comfort would in 
no way be disturbed by bad roads or his 
time unduly wasted by twisting and narrow 
by-lanes. And so we went to explore some 
of the quaint old-world stone-built villages 
that are to be found on the Oxfordshire 
spurs of the Cotswolds. Places like More- 
ton-in-Marsh and Burford are known by 
name to everyone, but it is surprising how 
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few experienced and 
old motorists have 
actually visited them 
and inspected their 
charms first hand. 
They have an attrac- 
tion that is all their 
own, and which, like 
that of all genuinely 
characteristic town- 
ships, is very difficult 
to express in words. 
If called upon to 
make some effort at 
a verbal description I 
would almost venture 
to call it “stony 
peace.” 

And one cannot 
venture into this 
country without hav- 
ing continually 
brought to mind that 
frequent topic of dis- 


cussion: ‘‘ which is 
the prettiest village in 
England.” Nearly 


everyone I know is inclined to give 
this distinction to Bourton-on-Water on 
seeing it the first time. On the second 
visit one is inclined to remember the 
claims of Cockington in Devon, and, 
perhaps, at a thirty-third visit one might 
think of those of Broadway in Worcester- 
shire. But Bourton has very little to fear 
from any competitor, and, in my opinion 
at least, from none among those that I 
know outside Devon. 

As a territory for an enjoyable day’s 
motoring these Oxfordshire and Glouces- 
tershire marches take a lot of beating. 
The roads are perfect, the scenery may be 
called sublime in a quiet way, there is not 
too much traffic, and there are no steep 
hills either for ascending or descending. 

I suppose that in all conscience I must 
say something about the Napier. It 
struck me as a car that had been very 
much improved since my last experience of 
it. The steering is now extremely light, 
and though I was not impressed with the 
driving position, this has one asset that 
must not be omitted, which is that the 
steering wheel is very conveniently close 
to the screen; and it has one mitigation, 
which is that the limousine car in which 
this enjoyable journey was made was a car 
intended for a chauffeur driver, and all the 
comfort and the summit of its luxury was 
naturally embodied in the compartment 
reserved for the owner and his friends. 
The gear change—which, to be quite 
frank, used to leave room for improvement 
—has now received more than the neces- 
sary amount. It is a change as easy as 
anyone could wish to find, and very glad I 
am to be able to record this fact. For easy

gear changing goes a long way towards 
ensuring long car life, and no ordinary man 
wants to pay £2,500 for a motor car which 
he cannot drive himself because only much 
practice will make possible a satisfactory 
gear change. The clutch is all that it 
should be, and the engine—well, I cannot 
speak too highly of it. Of course, witha 
40 h.p. engine one expects a car to have 
some performance, but the Napier has 
more than would be justified by the most 
ambitious expectations. When the driver 
of a Napier depresses his pedal extremity 
things begin to happen, and this huge car 
slips along at a mile a minute with no more 
sense of motion conveyed to those in the 
luxurious room—which is the proper desig- 
nation of the interior of this body—than 
is conveyed to the occupants of an aero- 
plane in still air, or to those of a sailing 
yacht in still water. It occurred to me, 
indeed, that this Napier was the individual's 
private Pullman. Its owner has offered to 
him all the comfort and all the convenience 
of the most luxurious railway saloon with 
the further asset of having the vehicle 
entirely at his own command. 

To find any fault with this chassis or this 
body is not difficult; it isimpossible. The 
car is costly as all good things are costly— 
that is, if one considers only their purchase 
cost ; but it is not costly if one takes an 
intelligent view of all the considerations 
involved. The life of these super-cars is 
very long, their need for mechanical 
attention is scanty, their style of runn'ng 
is such as to satisfy any hypercritic, and 
it is such as to give a perfect sense of co:n- 
plete satisfaction with life to the must 
disgruntled.

MEDIUM-POWERED CARS OF REFINE- 
MENT. 


The man who wants a car which, 
without coming into the strict de luxe class, 
but which shall certainly be a_ highly 
finished and luxurious vehicle when com- 
pared with what may be called the average 
of its power and carrying capacity class, 
now has a very useful range offered to him. 
It is, perhaps, rather difficult to relegate 
into the refinement class any particular 
car, excluding it from what I may venture 
to call the commoner class of cars of about 
the same horse-power rating ; but anyone 
who knows cars such as the 14 h.p. 
Vauxhall, the 14 h.p. and 16 h.p. Sunbeams, 
the 19.6 h.p. Crossley, the 15-20 h.p. 
Fiat and the 15.9 h.p. Humber, will 
understand immediately what I mean by 
speaking of these medium-powered vehicles 
as cars of refinement. In some cases 
these cars are endowed with a much higher 
toad performance than the ordinary cars 
of the same class, but in all cases they 
are endowed with a greater sweetness, 
smoothness and general attractiveness of 
running. 

And into this class have come, com- 
paratively recently, a class of car that could 
once be found only among the most expen- 
sive vehicles of all, namely, the six-cylinder 
car. The two six-cylinder Armstrong 
Siddeleys, with engines rated at 18 h.p. 
and 30 h.p. respectively ; the comprehen- 
sive range of Daimlers, from 12 h.p. to 
21 h.p.; and cars like the six-cylinder 
A.C., Talbot and Aster, should all be 
placed in this class. 


VALUE-FOR-MONEY CARS. 


The average buyer of a car judges 
its value-for-money appeal on the score 
of how much he gets for the money he 
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lays out. To his consideration may be 
recommended—in addition to cars like 
the Cubitt, Ruston- Hornsby and Bean, 
which have been mentioned already, any 
of the Morris productions and some of 
the smaller light cars, such as the Singer, 
Clyno, Jowett and Wolseley Seven. The 
price range represented by these cars is 
from £168 to £400. Any one of the cars 
mentioned will immediately strike the 
observer as offering him not only a lot 
for money but a lot of very satisfactory 
quality and attractiveness. The perform- 
ances of these smaller cars are generally 
simply astonishing to those who try them 
for the first time, their durability and 
their longevity are much better than 
their opponents try to make out, while 
among the greatest of their assets is the 
fact that their economy is not merely 
economy of purchase price but economy 
of running. The genuine light car—that 
is, a car of which the engine capacity 
is less than 1,500 c.c.—may be relied upon 
for a fuel consumption of not less than 
30 m.p.g., even when fitted with a four- 
seater body. Its maximum speed is 
always above 40 m.p.h., while its_hill- 
climbing capacity is such as to surprise 
the owners of big cars who sample one 
of these little things for the first time. 

One thing should be most carefully 
borne in mind by the car purchaser, 
and this is that he cannot expect any 
one car to satisfy every single ideal. 
He can find a car that can be economical, 
he can find a car that can be speedy, 
he can find a car with a big carrying 
capacity in relation to its purchase price, 
and he can find a car from which he can 
politely exclude his friends simply because 
he has not room for them all. He cannot 
find any one car that will satisfy all 
demands, and it is up to him to decide 
which of these possible requirements— 
all, perhaps, entirely excellent in them- 
selves—is the one on which he should lay 
greatest stress.

Hawkes’ Horstman put up a remark- 
able performance in view of the fact that 
it was a standard sports model lent for 
the race by its private owner, who has 
had it in ordinary use for some months ; 
it finished fifth to Eyston’s fourth. The 
lesson of the race is that the racing Fiat 
is the fastest light car in the world for 
distances up to about forty miles; but 
the distinction of maximum speed com- 
bined with stamina goes to the Alvis 
that won. 

The 1,100 c.c. event was won by the 
Salmson at a speed of 1 m.p.h. better 
than its last year’s winning speed of 
81.88 m.p.h.; and the second and third 
cars home were the Austin Seven and 
another Salmson respectively.

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OLD FRIENDS AND NEW IN FURS, AND THEIR 
ELEGANT FASHIONING 


T is always a momentous hour in a woman’s life when she 
sets out to purchase furs, no matter whether the price to 
be paid runs into four figures or a few modest pounds. 
In every case the demand is for the very best of its kind 
and a guarantee that it is so, for of late years we have 
grown far more fastidious and also knowledgeable as to what 
‘constitutes the best. The market, as we all realise, is flooded 
with cheap plagiarisms, quite effective on the surface, but, 
although among the best sellers, these seldom represent a sound 
bargain. Another thing we have learnt to study is the colour 
‘of furs in connection with the complexion. The pale grey pelts, 
so much in favour this season, such as squirrel, rat chinchilla 
and real chinchilla, are very apt to turn fair skins sallow, whereas 
a skunk is more becoming to a blonde than a brunette. Brown 
furs, however, like mink, kolinski, stone and baum marten, 
‘are invariably happy, as also the dark indeterminate greys as 
silver fox, kitt fox, wolf, etc. 

One of the biggest sensations of the year is sable skunk, 
a skin the leading furriers are prepared to make much of. 
The animal has only recently been taken up for this purpose, and 
hails from South America. Soft 
and silky in texture and marked 
like sable, it is in as much re- 
‘quest for trimming purposes as 
for coats. A charming example 
‘seen took the form of a short 
‘coatee with a rounded cape 
back that was completed by a 
‘draped collar of the same, and 
after this genve is the original 
moleskin model pictured, which 
is collared with grey fox. 
These delicate skins lend them- 
selves admirably to adroit 
working, as is shown in our 
illustration, and the little all- 
fur coatee is a decree very 
much of the moment, especially 
in grey squirrel for younger 
wearers ; while for older women 
there are long, slim coats of 
black Persian lamb, an ideal 
fur for these mummy-like gar- 
ments, which fall perfectly 
straight at the back, the fronts 


frequently to be seen lined with some vivid colour in chiffon 
velvet, richly embroidered round the edges, and if such a wrap 
can be made reversible, the crux of the procedure being the 
coilar, there are provided two distinct possessions in one.

All the linings employed 
this season are surpassingly 
beautiful and, while being 
striped or brocaded, frequently 
contrive to pick up the tone of 
the exterior. Thus, in the case 
of a nutria wrap the doublure 
was of beaver-coloured crépe 
de Chine broadly striped with 
lacquer red; an electric seal 
revealing a grey and_ black 
striped interior. The pure white 
fur wraps, both coats and 
cloaks, so popular for evening—

From the Editor’s 
Bookshelf 


Old Indian Trails, by Walter McClintock. 
(Constable, 218s.) 
TO be adopted as his son by a Red Indian 
chief, to be made a member of the Blackfoot 
tribe, sounds like a schoolboy’s most exciting 
dream, and was the actual experience of Mr. 
McClintock and the source on which he has 
drawn for the material of one of the most 
uncommon and delightful books we have seen 
for many a long day. He has been careful—or 
perhaps the wisdom of his choice was instinctive 
—to tell his story simply and plainly, with 
so highly coloured incident or dramatic writing, 
no that it reads with a convincing and ex- 
guisite quietness. The Indians show as fellow 
beings, measurable, for all their differences, 
by our standards, and their aims and fears, 
their festivals and religious observances are 
not curiosities, but matters of fact sympathetic- 
ally recorded. Numbers of Indian stories and 
myths were collected by Mr. McClintock 
during his long residence with his adopted 
tribe, and this folk-lore is by no means the 
least interesting part of the volume. Some of 
the Indian chanis which he has taken down 
have considerable beauty. Mad Wolf’s prayer 
at the adoption ceremony is a good example : 
. My Father, the Sun keep him 
from harm, 
When he goes again to his home towards 
the rising sun. 
Give him light by day, 
That his path may be free from danger. 
If he should go into the wrong trail, 
Lead him safely back. e. 
That his path may be firm and downhill 
to old age.” 


The Last Time, by Robert Hichens. 
(Hutchinson, 7s. 6d.) 

MR. HICHENS’ book of short stories—which 
are not really short, there being only four 
of them in this closely printed volume of 
about three hundred pages—is a very fine 
addition to the considerable library of fiction 
in this form which our novelists have been 
providing for us during the last few months. 
The story which gives the book its name is 
excellent in manner and atmosphere, if not 
very stirring—incidentally a criticism which 
might also apply to ‘“ The Villa by the Sea.” 
“The Letter” is even better; and ‘“‘ The 
Facade,” the story of the great intellectual 
actress, Ariadne Marshall, and her fall from 
“high-brow”’ to Cockney impersonator a 
pure joy. The efforts of Ariadne’s circle to 
save her from herself, the scene when Professor 
Huskin Repps and Mrs. Lascelles, the poetess, 
and all the rest of them assemble at the gallery 
door of the Parthenon Theatre in order to 
secure seats for the first night of ‘‘ Sally Eliza,” 
are exquisite. Ariadne herself is a splendid 
creation. Quite a lot of people will no doubt 
try to recognise other people among the 
characters of this story, but even taken as 
pure fiction it is an enchanting piece of light 
reading. 


The Eighth Wonder, by A. S. M. 
Hutchinson. (Hodder and Stoughton, 
7s. 6d.) 

IT is the fashion among clever, smart young 

people to laugh at Mr. A. S. M. Hutchinson, 

and as, in common with everybody else, I 

should like to join myself to the clever, smart 

and young, I feel a little aggrieved at being 
obliged to hang back. Of course, Mr. Hutchin- 
son himself is very much to blame in the 
matter. He will turn his sentences upside 
down and trip himself up—oh, terribly up— 
with parentheses in every direction, and be at 
times very nearly ridiculous in his simplicity. 
But for all that I cannot find it in my heart 
to laugh, for underneath the affectations lie 
so many affections of the everyday, kindly, 
human sort that I am inclined to think that 
everyday, human, kindly people will be reading 
him long after the clever, smart young people 
have forgotten what they laughed about. 
Dickens, whom, at a great distance sometimes 
and very nearly at others, he seems to be 
following, won the hearts of the larger part 
of the English-speaking world by very much 
the same qualities. Of the eight stories in 
the present book, ‘‘ The Landsman,” in spite 
of the presence of Mark Sabre as interlocutor, is 
the least like Mr. Hutchinson and the best. 

All the others are mixtures of aggravating 

failure and winning charm. I think that I

The Last of the Vikings, by Johan 

Bojer. (Hodder and Stoughton, 7s. 6d.) 
The Last of the Vikings is a story so sombre 
that it might in ordinary hands be merely 
harrowing, but in the hands of the great 
Norwegian novelist it is deeply impressive. 
There are no happy people in this book, and 
if Joy for a moment seems likely to lift her head, 
one soon gets to know that that is only an 
illusion; the blessing is a misfortune in 
disguise. But the wonderful understanding 
and observation with which the life of the 
Norwegian fisherman in the Arctic Zone is 
described, and the art with which the reader 
is made to feel their pathetic courage and 
resignation cause the reading of the book to 
stand out as an experience one is glad not 
to have missed. One must confess, however, 
that it is comforting to know that Norwegian 
fishermen no longer contend with such fearful 
trials in the way of poverty, physical suffering, 
over-work, danger and disappointment, as 
are described here; they now ‘‘ smoke cigar- 
ettes at their work and are members of Trades 
Unions,” says the author. 


A Story Teller: Forty Years in London, 
by W. Pett Ridge. (Hodder and Stoughton, 
15s.) 

IF the dinner - parties of the moment are 
brighter functions than is their wont it will 
probably be because people are telling one 
another little jokes they have been reading 
in Mr. Pett Ridge’s book. Of manv a book it 
is said that “it is filled with good stories,” 
but the stories upon examination prove to 
be of the kind that ought to be funny but 
are not. Stories of this sort do not amuse 
Mr. Pett Ridge or remain in his memory, 
consequently his pleasant book of London 
memories is free from them. His stories 
have all an air of having crept in by accident 
while the author was discussing such subjects 
as pronunciation, public speaking, and etiquette, 
or comparing the streets of to-day with those 
of yesterday ; but we are not at all sure the 
chapter headings were not invented to help 
classify the stories. A short one, typical of 
the general quality, is that of the man ‘‘ who 
obtained a wife through Whiteley’s and a year 
later was heard to express regret that he had 
not gone to Harrods!” 


Encounters, Stories by Elizabeth Bowen. 
(Sidgwick and Jackson, 5s.) 

THIS is a collection of short stories which 
might almost be also called slight stories were 
it not that in many of them the implication 
and application are so much wider than the 
actual groundwork which carries them. They 
are very well written, of the modern school, 
but with a touch of individuality and more than 
a touch of humour.
